DEATH OF MR. A. MACARTHUR. 


In speaking of the late A. Macarthur 
of Winnipeg, brother of Mayor Macarthur 
of thie town, the Morning Call says: 
“Tt was with feelings of profoundest 
regret that the news was everywhere 
received on Sanday of the death, early 
that morning, of Mr. Alex. Macarthur. 
To him belonged the honor of founding 
ao institution of incalculable scientitic 
and historical benefit, not only to this 
city or province, hut to the whole of 
Northwestern Canada, and well may 
he be termed the father of scientific 
regearch in thie country. Added to 
@ retentive memory, great abilities 
end vast powers of rescarch and 
minute investigation, was an eventful 
and checkered life, every day of which 
may almost be said to have contributed 
fresh stores to his wide accumulation of 
knowledge, all of which he devoted to 

the best interests of the in- 
stitution, with which his name will ever 
be inseparably connected. Possessed 
aleo of a singular energetic temperament, 
in his death the historical society sus- 
tains an irretrievable loss. Mr. Macarthur 
was forty-three years of age, and came 
to Winnipeg in 1869, where he engaged 
in the lumber business until 1878, when 
he assumed the management of the Mani- 
toba Investment Association. This posi- 
tiou he held until two yearsago. Before 
coming to this country he was employed 
ia the Hudson's Bay Company's service 
at Montreal, and aleo made a couple 
of trips between that city and Winnipeg 
by dog train. He was great student 
of natural history and compiled a large 
amount of M.8.S. relative to events 
connected with the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany'’s career. He wrote a paper on 
“Birds in Manitoba” which appeared in 
the Manitoban in the apring. In the 
matter of history he was wonderfully 
well informed on all topics relating to 
the present and past of this country as 
well as on all other subjects of learning 
and culture. Last winter he made a 
trip north for the purpose of studying 
the habite of the musk ox, reindeer and 
other animals inhabiting the extreme 
north of the continent, but had to 
return owing to the failure of his
